Hitting  the  Road  Together  Builds 
Community 


RABBI  ETHAN  WITKOVSKY 

Few  experiences  bring  people 
together  like  taking  a  trip 
together.  Jewish  communities 
have  known  this  for  many  years 
and  have  made  Israel  missions  a 
cornerstone  of 
communal  life. 

At  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue,  we 
have  been  sending 
groups  to  Israel  for 
years.  We  continue 
to  expand  our  travel 
education  program 
with  trips  to  Israel 
targeted  to  different  demographics, 
a  trip  to  Cuba,  a  trip  to  Poland,  and 
travel  within  the  United  States.  Every 
trip  allows  travelers  to  learn  in  a 
variety  of  unique  ways  and  to  bond  as 
a  group. 


The  English  word  “travel”  comes 
from  the  same  Latin  root  as  “travail,” 
meaning  toil  or  labor.  (Actually,  it 
comes  from  the  Latin  trepalium,  which 
means  something  like  “torture.”) 

One  of  the  ways  that  group  travel 
bonds  us  is  by  our  overcoming 
adversity  as  a  group.  When  we  have 


to  navigate  a  raft  on  the  Jordan  River 
through  swarms  of  Israeli  high  school 
students,  or  when  we  are  cleaning  an 
abandoned  lot  in  the  Lower  9th  Ward 
in  New  Orleans,  we  bond  through  our 
common  toil.  Encountering  a  journey’s 
peaks  and  valleys  brings  everyone 
on  the  trip  together  in  a  tighter 
community. 

The  Hebrew  word  for  journey  -  VP3, 
nasa  -  comes  from  an  ancient  word 
meaning  “to  remove,”  which  points 
to  another  benefit  of  group  travel 
experiences:  We  remove  ourselves 
from  the  ordinary.  Traveling  takes 
travelers  out  of  their  homes,  their 
comfort  zones,  and  perhaps  their 
normal  social  networks.  Being 
removed  from  regular  routine  helps 
us  to  find  new  perspectives  on  the 
world  around  us,  like  the  problems 
plaguing  the  US  justice  system  as  seen 
through  the  eyes  of  a  New  Orleans 
public  defender.  Stepping  out  of  the 
regular  helps  us  to  see  our  friends  in 
a  different  light,  like  Rabbi  Cosgrove 
in  zipper  shorts  or  Rabbi  Zuckerman 
in  his  PJs.  The  trips  that  we  take 
from  the  synagogue  remove  us  from 


home  in  order  to  bring  us  together. 
When  I  took  PAS  teens  to  New 
Orleans  last  year,  there  were  small 
clusters  of  friends  at  the  start.  After 
moments  made  sweeter  by  sharing 
them  together  and  after  learning  from 
one  another  as  well  as  from  the  world 
around  us,  by  the  end,  we  were  all  one 
group. 

Last  year  there  were  teen  trips  to 
the  American  South:  New  Orleans, 
Montgomery,  Birmingham,  and 
Atlanta.  This  year  we  are  planning 
trips  to  Philadelphia,  Charleston,  and 
a  foreign  country  to  be  revealed  soon! 
Generous  congregants  have  endowed  a 
travel  fund  to  help  subsidize  PAS  teen 
travel  programs.  Their  generosity  will 
make  it  possible  for  more  teens  at  PAS 
to  bond  with  one  another  over  (minor) 
adversity  and  to  remove  themselves 
from  the  ordinary  so  that  we  can 
create  a  vibrant  community  together.

Adult  Education  has  been  a  significant 

component  of  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  life  for 
decades.  Fifty  years  ago,  a  highlight  of  this 
programming  was  a  year-long  lecture  series  by  the 
noted  scholar  and  author,  Rabbi  Chaim  Potok. 

Rabbi  Potok  delivered  several  individual  lectures  on 
various  topics,  including  Abraham  Geiger  and  Camus 
and  Heschel  as  part  of  the  series  “The  Challenge  of  19th 
and  20th  Century  Jewish  Thought.”  During  the  1965-66 
program  year,  Rabbi  Potok  delivered  seventeen  lectures 
on  “The  Golden  Age  of  Rabbinic  Judaism.”  Each  lecture 
has  been  digitized  so  you  may  listen  to  them  through 
the  PAS  audio  archive  web  app  at  www.pasyn.org/ 
resources/archives/shapiro-audio-archive. 

Remembered  primarily  for  his  fictional  accounts  of  the 
conflicts  of  living  an  Orthodox  Jewish  life  in  a  secular 
society  ( The  Chosen,  The  Promise,  and  My  Name  is 
Asher  Lev  were  his  early  novels),  Potok  was  a  rabbi  and 
scholar  ordained  by  JTS  in  1954.  He  received  his  PhD 
in  philosophy  from  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  in 
1965.  At  the  time  of  his  lecture  series  at  PAS,  he  was  the 
managing  editor  of  Conservative  Judaism  and  a  faculty 
member  of  the  Teachers  Institute  of  JTS.

POSTCARD  FROM  CAMP 

From  Camper  to 
Counselor 

Max  Silverstone,  18,  spent  last  summer  as  a  counselor  at  Ramah 
Berkshires.  A  first-year  student  at  Brandeis  University,  Max  first 
went  to  camp  as  a  9-year-old  arid  returned  for  eight  summers.  As  a 
rising  high  school  senior,  he  went  on  Ramah  Israel  Seminar  and  the 
optional  Poland  trip. 


hat  is  a  typical  day  at  camp  like? 

Wake  up,  shaharit  (morning  prayers), 
breakfast,  cleaning  the  bunk.  Then 
electives,  like  woodworking,  boating,  cooking,  or  radio. 
Then  sports,  like  tennis,  basketball,  softball,  or  ultimate 
frisbee.  Next,  a  rotation  among  Hebrew,  singing,  and 
dance.  Then  instructional  swim,  and  then  lunch.  After 
lunch,  rest  time,  when  you  hang  out  in  the  bunk  and 
take  a  nap,  read,  or  write  letters.  Then  either  a  bunk 
activity  or  a  visit  to  the  canteen.  Then  free  swim;  then 
Jewish-learning  class.  Then  dinner,  and  then  an  activity 
with  our  whole  age  group.  Before  bedtime  we  would 
have  a  story  from  the  counselors. 

What’s  fun  about  being  a  counselor?  We  get  to 

run  programs  and  be  creative.  I  helped  create  a  human 
foosball  game  by  running  ropes  along  the  tennis  courts. 
That  was  a  lot  of  fun.  It’s  very  rewarding  when  you 
plan  something  and  the  campers  love  it.  It’s  also  fun 
to  connect  with  the  campers.  This  summer  I  was  with 
campers  going  into  5th  grade,  the  second-youngest 
group. 

Why  do  this?  When  I  went  to  camp  as  a  camper,  I 
just  loved  it.  When  my  last  summer  as  a  camper  ended, 

I  knew  I  would  want  to  keep  camp  in  my  life.  Almost 
everybody  at  Berkshires  comes  back  to  work  there  or  at 
Ramah  Nyack  (a  day  camp).  My  co-counselor  was  one  of 
my  best  friends  and  bunkmates  and  was  also  on  my  bus 
in  Israel  last  summer.  Jewish  life  at  camp  is  something  I 
didn’t  take  seriously  when  I  was  younger  but  I  did  when 
I  was  older.  I  wanted  to  keep  doing  that. 

What  else  mould  you  like  people  to  know  about 
camp?  Ramah  is  like  a  big  family.  You  feel  a  strong 
sense  of  community.  At  college,  I  meet  people  from 
other  Ramah  camps,  and  we  have  this  connection.
